Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10-12, 14, 16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
states the limitation "a cross section not including the aperture of the pressure retaining 
part is larger than a cross section not including the aperture of the introducing part".
